FIRE SWEPT. 

Hot Bpribge, Ark., Feb 25.- A 
fiia twapt tha eonthera poriioa of 
thie oity early to3ey, doing ira- 
luente damage and causing the 
known death of three persons; the 
toseaaara vaHooely eeti mated at 
from one million to two millioB 
d illara Tiiree charred oorpsee 
have bjeu found emid tbe ruins, 
•ad ae eeverel pereone are report- 
ad niaiiog the death liet may be 
iuoreased. The identity of the 
victims has not been established, 
One of tbe bodies ie euppoeed to 
be that of a fama'a goeet of the 
Grand Central hotel. 

The tire, which started at J oU 
o'clock this morning, wae tbe 
worat tba Stete bat am aiparian- 
aad. Ia five hour* !• had burned 
over nn area of one si[unre mile. 
Block after block of reaidenoee, 
busineee houeee, hotele and other 
balldlaga wara twapt away and 
the entire town wae panic etriokeu 
althougli the Hre was ooutined to 
the eoutberu part of the city; the 
ttreat oar wirea aad telegraph and 
telepbona polat wtre deeiroyed 
and these serriott wtra tempora- 
rily enepended. 

The fire ewept eraa inoludaa ev- 
ery hoaea on Ohapel street ell of 
Market street, frcin (^entrel Ave- 
nue WFSt; Orange btreet to Grand 
avenue and a portion of Oek 
atraat. 

The firemen and police worked 
VHlinntly but their etV )rt8 could 
check the onward march of tbe 
Hamee, and to add to thair difBoal 
tiee the water pressure gave out 
Ht o'olnok.

On Ihe Hth of the month (January) 
an exchange of priMoners was effectnl. 
1 wall hed this manauver with great In 
tereat. 1 1 took piaoa in the open field 
bafora «• Thaia was Hrat the aound of 
the trnmpata, taan • flag fioai aacb 
camp want out, with tbe raapaetira 
ftiuara behind aacb flag. 
The flags struck down about a bun 
dred Tarwi apart. Tban aa oflkar from 
each aide adranoad on horaaback, meet- 
ing each other and paaaing, and turning, 
each with hia faoe lowaro bis own flag, 
hey nu t, U)wed and abook hands, ei 
changeil pajiers in an instant, put apurs 
lo tbair bor>.eM and retired bf-hind their 
flag! to h(»ad<iuarleri>. Thin was |>er 
iurmad a thae or two, and the pn-onera 
marched one and were taken in charge 
by their own ofllcera and icarolied iato 
their respective caiupa. 

A few nighta before the exchange I 
went to !tleep on the aania ground while 
on picket guard. 1 bad been sent out 
tti-vi iiik'hi under a captain of tberegu 
lar army, and he refuted tolet hiamen 
aleeii at the guard fire. 

When mounted the third time I got 
so sleepy, a little before day, that it 
aaeii.ed impoaaible to keep my eyae 
open. I put tobacco juice in them asd 
walked backward and forward oa tbe 
line aa far aa 1 dared to walk. 

I fpuod layaelf goiag to sleep while 
walking, anl tbaa ttaowriag out of the 
Una, wbafe I waa ia daagar of being 
shot by my owa mea. I waat baok to 
my poHt, bagged ap mr gaa, with nu 
blanket areaad me. aad lay down, with 
my head oa a baaob of aagar oaoe, 
which the enemy bad tied up to uee in 
tilling our ditch. I waa determined that 
no one could get my gun without awak 
rninn me. No noonor was I down than 
I wa.- fa-t asleep. 

Hut I'roviilence inler|>ofM'd. I woke 
u| a few nmmetit^ Ix'fore relief came. 

Oil the I'.ltli of the month volunteers 
.veri' ailed fur to ifo down to the lake to 
anii..^ t'..- Il'itiih, who had retreated 
the I , ■ ■ ■ f If.. 

I .1 leered, anil wax paraded earlv 
II. t> .tity, but things not bviog ready 
were ordered to atack oar am* on 
the fiarade groaad aad await farther 

orilers. 

1 drew the augar that I had brought 
from over the river and made Home 
sweetened water and, while I wan eat 
iog, I took aick at tbe atomacb. When 
tbe company atarted in tba avealug I 
felt too sick to go, and I got votm erery 
hour. For three days aad aigbta I 
thought I aboahl die. I ooaldB't eat a 
bite of aaytbiag aad vaafead aottting 
but cold water. I eeat tot the doeter, 
old Mr. Pentaooet He came aad threw 
back tbe tent door— for we bad drawn 
our tenta a fbw day* before — and aaked 
me what waa the matter. I told him 
1 didn't Know, but 1 was very aick. 

He brought out a big oath and swore 
that it wan nothini; Imt the measles, lie 
.-•aitt f'T me to drii k n:)lhintr cold but 
plentifully .>f wiirin drinks, and I would 
l»e well in a few daya, and away he went. 

I iiuil cold water and drank plentifully 
of warm drinks, and the next morning I 
waa kiroUeii out in nsl |um|i|es with the 
Frencli ineHsIrs fri in LeHil to fiKit. 

I wa.s alK)ut tbe lirat man IB camp to 
take tho meaaled, and I bad Barer haatd 
of it until I had it. 

.■\fler I got home 1 met the old doctor 
in Princetoo, Ky., and when taking hia 
cup he would call me up to hiiu and tell 
the company how he saved my life with 
out medicine. 

The tratb ia, I felt much better after 
T learned what waa tbe matter. I got 
one of my meaamatee to roaat me some 
Irish potatoea, and I ate two— all tho 
food I had eaten in Itre daya. I lafoasd 
to BO to tha boapital, wbera Biaay went 
and died. 

Now, as I have spokee of maaa and 
mewraatee I will state some of their 
namea, A mess wasiix meawbodrew 

their proviaions together, cooked and ate 
together and alept In the same tent, and

NATURAL CURIOSITIES TRAGEDY IN GRAVES.

About twelve miles west of Bur 
lingtou is a peouUar clitisui, in a 
hill, which foroM • eigcag •▼•na« 
throiiffh it. Tht north side of the 
ohasin is h perpendioular wsli o 
rooR, oouiposed vt pebbles, and is 
eighty feet high. Big Boot Liok 
is in this «onaty and near this 
plaea The lick is in a valley 
which comprises nbout one 
hundred acres. The valley is sur

highest iM'n^ on the wost, and 
reacliing ru altitude of about five 
hundred feet la the year 
JftmM DoagUt of Virginia, fis 
it«d this plao« and fouud, upon 
the ground a rimutudon. The last 
cf the bones were removed atx>ut 
one hundred years ago. Tha boots 
of soma of tha animals ware ex 
tremsly large, the teeth weighing 
ten pounds, while some of the 
tuaks wete eleven feet long and 
savan faat in diamatar. Tha riba 
were eiiunlly as lorg arid about 
four inches broad Mr. Dooglass 
used the ribs for tent poles. 

Iti (Jreenup county there is one 
of thejargast and most beautiful 
fortiticationa to Im found in the 
country. Thia plaoa ambraoas 10 
acres of grooad, and has four en- 
trances, north, west, south and 
•ast. Thtre are two «iogs. one 
at tba nurth and 03a at tha aontb 
antranca. The wing at the north 
antranco extends one half a mile 
to a bmihII tributary of the Ohio. 
The walls of iba fortification are 
ojnstrnctad of aartb, tan faatbigh. 
t ! ' rty faat broad at tha bottom and 
twelve feet wide at the top. while 
the entraroes are twelve feet wide 
The ground within ia latal and 
covered with trass, which gives it 
tiie appearance of the "KnohanCed 
Castle." When this court was*con 
Btruoted and by whom, will par- 
haps always ramain a myatary, for 
it was made, no doubt, a bnndrad 
years before white man ever set 
foot on the soil of Kentucky. 

It would take volumes to tell of 
the beautiful scenery and the won 
darfnl cnrioaitiaa of our p r o a d 
and grand old Slata.
